Group "A* human blood was identified on Q0, Q9, Q17 and 
Q31B. Grouping tests conducted on the human blood identified 
on Q7, Q16, Q20, Q21, Q31A, Q35 and X Q48 were inconclusive 
Human blood, too limited in amount for conclusive tfPOhpfng 
purposes, was identified on Q6, Q28, Q40 and Q41.

Williamson County Jail, Georgetown, Texas was advised of the 
identity of the in terviewing agent as well as the nature of the 
Interview* I I was advised o£ his constitutional rights as 

set forth on the interrogation: Advice of Rights form, and advised 
chat he would be willing to speak to the interviewing agent without 
a lawyer present and chat he understood his rights * ^ 


I I advised that he first became acquainted with a cult 

known as the "Hands of Death* when he w*s about sixteen or 
seventeen years old add living in JackanmriJJ.e * Florida * prior to 
the time he ever met HENRY LEE LUCAS* I I explained that he had 

been involved in using various types o t narcotics and drinking alcohol 
so elating with similar individuals when he met an older man named 
I Last N ame Unknown (LNU) , a white male approximate ly for ty years 
old. I [ stated the he does not know what occupation ! l had at 

the tim e nor a nything else about him and he has not seen him for many 
years. | | explained that he is now thirty-seven years old and 

this took place about twenty years ago, 


|_|stated that ! I told him that he believed In witch¬ 

craft, Buddha's and spirits oi the devi l and t hat there was a cult 
of in dividuals who believed similarly* I I stated that one night

Six hours south or Jacksonville and at one point tied cloth a round 
his eyes so that he would not see where he.wafr ftOin K. I k fcatea

Everglades to a very remote spot. At one point. ! I stated that ho 

thought the area to which they went was an island since it had a lot 
of water around it; however, it was nighttime while he was there and 
he is not sure. 

After getting out of tbo boar, I I stated that he 
was allowed to look around and saw a large number of people, men 
and worsen, present dressed in gowns, many weari ng, mask s of animals 
such as cows and rooster heads on their heads* I I observed that 

cyme of the ones who Jid not have any masks on had very long hair and 
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beards. I 1 st a ted that I I wore a sheet or gown that had two 

eyes holes and A mouth hole cut out for the head are a and over the 
top of his head he strapped two cow's horns. I I observed what 

appeared to be a large altar that had a cloth spread over it and 
many swords . machetes, butcher knives, hatchets and axes arotmd 
it. I 1 added that there was a large cross with some type of 

hands at the bottom. I I explained that at subsequent meetings 

the hands he observed were carved out of wood on some occasions -and 
othe r occas ions they would be glass or actual skelton*s hands. I I 
told ] I that he would have to participate in the ceremony and chat 

they were going to take someone‘a life so that the devil would have 
more spirits. 

| | advised that about this time a young white female 

walked up to the altaf a nd stri pped off all of her clothing and 
laid down on the altar. I I observed several people with hypodermic 

needles shooting an unknown chemical into her arms two or three times 
and he thought the gir l looke d as though she was under the influence 

of some sort of drug. I [ stated that an individual (he could not 

say whether it was a man or a woman) wearing a hood over th eir head 
took a machete and cut the girl's throat wide open. | ] gj$o observed 

that there was a calf there and that the calf's throat was cut about 

the same time. Others caught the woman's blood pouring from her throat 

in a pan that they put next to her neck and the calf'& blood was 
caught In a different pan. I I stated that the individual that 

had killed the girl rubbed the cal ± T s blood and her own blood over 
her body with his hands and [ ] was tol d that he would have to drink 

the blood of both the calf and the girl. I [ hesitated and he was 

told tha t he wo uld have to do it in *4 burr v be fore it clotted so he 
dxd GO - cddo d that several men col on the altar and had inter- 

vOut$»C with the gir ,? fc body including I I himself and othern hr.J 

intercourse with the dead calf.

a member he was taken through a sort of training course where he 
was taught how to shoot various weapons use bu tcher knives and 
axes and how to beat a person to death. I I stated that the 

training lasted five or six weeks and took place in a remote area b/C 
of the Florida Everglades. I I stated that the training also 

included Instr uction i n climbing building rainspouts and entering 
locked houses. I [ added that he still does not know why he was 

taught to climb buildings. He recalls that there were about t welve 
people in Ms training group comprised of both men and women. | | 

added that after he completed his training he had to train others.

LUCAS stated that some wer«± 
being trained, some were getting different kinds of equipment and 
some were “reporting 41 op murders they had committed. 

LUCAS stated that when he first arrived at the campsite he 
Was tested as are all new members of the organisation. The test consists 
of having to kill someone who is stripped naked in front of the person 
being tested. The person being tested id told how they should kill 
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the victim. LUCAS stated that he was Asked to kill St White mala 
approx lately twenty years old who had been a weather of the organization 
and apparently had not done as he was told. LUCAS was told to kill him 
by shooting hits and then cutting up his body on a sort of altar which 
was rhere, Thu altar consisted of a flat rock in the shape of a 
Letblr top supported by rock pillars. LUCAS stated that hr killed the 
man and cut him up after which of the wan’s body t*arts were taken 

and eaten bv people who were there. LUCAS added that l l ate some 

of tne ouwy patC& and LUCAS in killing the man and cutting 

him up. LUCAS refused to eat any of the body parts and never has 
indulged i n that kind ot activity* LUCAS advised that he did not 
think that I I bad ever had any knowledge of this or ganizat ion 

prior to their going*to the cas^&ite in 1979; however. T I recentlv 
told LUCAS that he knew all about the cult long before LUCAS did but 
never told LUCAS before now. 

iaICAS advised that the training they were given consisted of 
elapse* on the types of evidence police look for in murders and how to 
avoid leaving evidence such as fingerprints. LUCAS added that they * 
were told that if they ever shot someone they would have to hove the 
gun rebored ec that no one could tell that it was the murder weapon. 

They were also told how to enter homes to murder but make the break-in 
look like it wa*? a common burglary. They were also instructed as to 
how bodies should be transported without being noticed and how to 
communicate with other members without detection. When asked how 
this was done T LUCAS only replied that he was instructed to memorize 
the faces of the other members so that they would recognize one another 
when they met in different parts of the country. LUCAS added that 
when he met another member he would engage the member in a discussion 
«iuuut certain aspects of the cult as w&71 ax the places of previous 
meetings in order to see if the other member really knew the 
organization and was a member in fact. LUCAS stated that after the 
training period he and I I w&re told to commit two killings p«r 

week and to kill animals along with the victims. They were also 
told co mutilate the human bodies and if thev could not then they 
were to mutilate the &nimu] body ,so as to transfer the human spirit 
into the animal and rlie^uufter into the devil. LUCA 1 ' estimated thet 
he Las killed just &n many animals as humans. 


LUCAS stated that he and I I returned to the Everglades 

campsite every month for about four months following their initial 
training and each tis*? they were picked up at the roadside pier described 
above and taken in an airhoat to the campsite then returned alter they 
reported where their victims were hidden and how they had Wen killed 
and mutilated. After about four months. I I told them that they had 

done such a good job that they only had to return once a year* | ] 
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added that if they ever picked up any merchandise they wanted to get 
rid of. they should take it to his warehouse in Miami and the money 
obtained from the sale of the merchandise would go to the "Hands of 
Death* 1 organization. 

LUCAS stated that members can also recognize one another 
by a tattoo that they should have on their right hand in the web 
between the thumb and forefinger. LUCAS stated that tattoo is of 
a cross, flames and hands. LUCAS added that some members have the 
tattoo of a snake and ethers the tattoo of a scorpion. He said that 
the individuals with tattoos of the hands, cross and flames were 
people who "go on the road to kill* committing burglaries, robberies, 
etc.”. The people who have the tattoo of a snake are kidnapers and 
the people with the tattoo of a scorpion are ritual killers who kill 
for the eermonies the cult engages in. LUCAS displayed his tattoo 
and said that it was nearly worn off. By observation it was determined 
that there is no tattoo in the web of his right hand between the thumb 
and forefinger but there are vwiy faint uark lines whose shape 

could not be discerned. 

! _ LUCAS advised that he was given speci fic ass ignments by 

I T on behalf of the cult on occasion. Once I I called LUCAS 

from San Antonio, Texas and asked LUCAS to travel fro® Maryland to 
San Antonio since he had an assignment to kill two millionaires in 
t c Ha strop, Texas. LUCAS traveled to San Antonio and met| |and they 

< traveled to t he home of the two millionaires, LUCAS said tnat he waited

fUCAS advised that he has attended meeting*, of the cul*~ 

irregularly and the last meeting he attended was in 1981 in the 
Everglades. Soim-: of tin* meetings' were held or a deserted Loach 
lust south of Fort Lauderdale, Florida. Those meetings are held or.ee 
a year during June or July and sometimes 75-100 people would attend 
ii though thev tviuftllv broke up into ter groups : ^ cc zc z- net 

to attract attention. The parties usually consist of worship services 
where they pray to the devil, and dances, sex and narcotics. LUCAS 
recalled that once they were checkod out by the local police but since 
they were doing nothing wrong the police left them alone. LUCAS said 
that there were no murders contsitted on the beach during these parties 
since they could not hide the bodies that well. He said that the murders 
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were usually committed In the Everglades where they could easily

LUCAS added that he has attended meetings outside of Florida 
in Indiana (twice) at a campsite near a river. LUCAS stated that this 
campsite could be located by traveling east of Indianapolis on a 
highway (possibly Highway 41) about twelve to fourteen miles to a river,

LUCAS said that the death squads have been in existence long 
i before the United States was aware of it and that he once was even asked

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LUCAS said that he killed a high ranking civilian in Spain 
in Mav nf 1979 after having been given the assignment by the cult. 

| only told him to kill but gave him no reason and LUCAS traveled 
to boaln a nd shot the man. Two months before that, LUCAS said that he 
and! I traveled to Spain and killed an entire family as this was 

I "[ assignment from the cult. LUCAS said that he an d I travel ed 

to Spain on a boat and got their passports in Jacksonvtlle, Florida. 
Later, in I960 or 1981, he traveled to Canada and killed six to eight 
people including some businessmen as an assignment from the cult. 


LUCAS added that he has also bean involved in a lot of 
kidnaplngs in which he has kidnaped people ”to order". LUCAS explained
